Garnet Wheat-What 
Will Be Ir’ 


s Future ? 


On the first of August next, 1935, 
the separate grading of Garnet 
Wheat will become effective accord- 
ing 'to the requirements of the “Cana- 
da Grain Act,” unless parliament 
should decide to postpone the matter 
for another year. 

Under the regulations of the Act, 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern will not be 
permitted to contain more than 1 per 
cent of Garnet; No. 2. Manitoba 
Northern will not be permitted to 
contain more than three per cent of

to assist financially to the extent of 
25 per cent of the cost of provincial 
schemes.

Some percentage figures were 
given to show on the other hand that 
physicians and dentists and hospital 
authorities are falling far short of 
thair services. It is planned under 
the suggested health insurance plan, 
to solve the vexacious question of 
provision for those who have no 
funds with which to provide their 
own medical services, and who must 
either be deprived of these services 
or receive them at the expense of 
the community. 

Dr. McGugan suggested that the 
schéme does not contemplate new 
expenditure. The insurance principle 
would be applied under the plans— 
‘that of spreading a risk over a large 
group for a number of years. The 
proposed scheme adopts the princi- 
ple of compulscry contribution and 
in the event that a medical health 
district was erected, everyone within 
it would automatically come under 
ithe plan. In the event that a man 
fell into arrears with his payments, 
it would then become a tax = and 
would be collected by the municipal- 
ity as such. 

Dr. McGugan went into some de- 
tail in describing the services which 
would be rendered, covering all gen- 
eral, medical and obstetrical services 
including diagnosis and treatment 
and all ‘general surgical services, 
both major and minor. Surgical ap- 
jpliances would not include glasses 
and dental services would not ia- 
clude plates, bridgework, etc., until 
such time as a step became econ- 
omically possible. A full time public 
health service for prevention of dis- 
ease is also part of the set-up.

Gas Tax Jumps 


One Hundred Fol 


With streamlined cars mow the 
vogue, motorists from coast to coast 
are urging streamlining of gasoline 
taxes to relieve the constantly-in- 
creasing jolts to their pocket books. 

So painful is the 1935 gasoline tax 
suock that, accoraing to car owners, 
it more ‘than offsets the scores of 
mechanical devices developed by the 
automobile industry to render driv- 
ing more comfortable and pleasur- 
able. 

This pain, according to figures 
cited from the Dominion Bureau of 
Sta'tistics’ ‘tabulation, has grown 
from a $280,000 headache to one of 
about one hundred times ‘that vol- 
ume during the brief period of elev- 
en years. It seems a far cry from 
the $280,000 raised in 1923 to the 
total of approximately $28,000,00U 
levied from ithe motorist for gas 
taxes alone in 1934. In this cycle lies 
perhaps the greatest development of 
the romantic industry that has seen 
the transfonmation of the worthiess 
waste product of crude oil refining— 
gasoline—ino one of ‘the greatest 
sources of provincial income. 

In this interval, Canada has de- 
veloped an industry represented by 
more than a million motor cars, 
blithely hurtling along country lanes 
roads, village streets and national 
highways, which consume nearly

The only measure of value in in- 
ternational trade is metal—gold or 
silver. All money must be in the long 
run, based on one or the other or 
boih of ‘those metals. The only way 
a nation that is short of gold can get 
more gold is to sell its goods in in- 
ternational trade. By offering Aa 
higher price for gold tthan other na- 
tious—tbat és, by reducing the value 
of its own currency—one nation can 
g-in@n advantage over others. A dol- 
‘Nr is still a dollar inside the United 
States, and a pound is still in Eng- 
land. But the foreigner wanting to 
buy our goods can buy more dollars 
with his own gold than he could a 
year or so ago, and /he pays us, in 
the long run, in dollars. 

We have been doing pretty well 
lately, since we nationalized gold 
and devalued tthe dollar. Our ex- 
port ‘trade has increased and we are 
adding 'to our national stock of gold 
many millions of dollars a week:

| Tariff, agriculture and railway situation discussed by E. W. Beatty, 
K.C., LL.D., Chairman and President, Canadian Pacifc 
Railway— Urges unified efiort to solve questions 
threatenin’s intogrity of State.

a1 LL.D., Chair- 


man and Presi- 
dent, Canadian 
Pacific Rail- 
way, during 
the course of 
a forceful out- 
line of this 
country’s 
problems _ be- 
fore the Re- 
gina Board of 
Trade on Feb- 
ruary 6th. 
Basing his ap- 
peal upon the 
firm founda- 
tion that a 
“service of individuals, individual 
groups, and sections of the coun- 
try to the whole State is the only 
safe road for the future’, Mr. 
Beatty appealed to the country at 
large to make this theme the 
dominating note in approaching 
the problems of the day. 

Again voicing his.sincere belief 
in the ultimate destiny of Canada, 
Mr. Beatty emphasized the neces- 
sity of a mutual understanding 
between all sections of the coun- 
try, and insisted that should this 
objective be achieved, the unified 
effort of all citizens would go far 
toward solving problems which 
now threaten the integrity of the 
State. 

In the light of this argument 
Mr. Beatty felt that he had every 
right to discuss the tariff, citing 
the fact that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway was most decidedly sus- 
ceptible to the effects of unstable 
tariff conditions. “Give me a 
tariff policy advantageous to the 
Canadian National Railways and 
I shall be quite content,” he said. 

Mr. Beatty was neither a be- 
liever in protection with no limit 
nor in free trade, He believed in 
the maximum of nationat wealth 
fairly distributed among the citi- 
zens. The Canadian tariff should 
be one which would keep our in- 
ternal and external trade com 
bined at a maximum. 

Mr. Beatty illustrated his arvu- 
ment by citing the fact that Can- 
ada enjoyed a greater foreign 
commerce per capita than either 
ef the two more important Atm- 
erican Republics, namely the 
United States and the Argentine, 
and said that he would like to 
see the preparation of a tariff 
balance sheet which would give 
an analysis of the effect of the 
tariff on the total income and 
purchasing power of the Canadia 
people, and urged that in view of 
the present position of capital 
and labor, an examination of the 
economic soundness of our tariff 
policy should look to future im- 
provement rather than to drastic 
attempts to correct past errors. 

Emphasizing that  avriculture 

was the primary indusiry, and 
voicing his appreciation that 
agriculture in Western Canada 
was passing throuvh a period of 
wreat difficulty, Mr. Beatty said 
that Governmental assistance and 
that of private business institu 
tions had on the whole, been con- 
structive. 
“T may say,” he added, “without 
boasting, that the emergency re 
auctions in freight 
tarily made by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway for farm retiet 
during the past five years repre 
sent a loss in income to us of at 
least $3,000,000."

Owing to the huge investment in 
existing equipment, and the dif- 
ficulty of finding capital to finan- 
ce new equipment, he indicated 


come bright day to come — was 
calculated by officers of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
their figures tallied closely with 
those given to the Royal Commis- 
sion by the late Sir Henry Thorn- 
ton, and by Mr. S. W.. Fair- 
weather of the Canadian National 
Railways. My estimate was 
based on the traffic conditions of 
1930, an average traffic year, und 
on that basis I put the figure at 
$75,000,000. Sir Henry Thornton, 
who opposed my plan, gave his 
estimate as $60,000,000 and Mr. 
Fairweather suggested $56,000,- 
000 for a year of normal traffic. 
In justice to Mr. Fairweather I 
must state that he has since said 
that he told the Commission that 
his estimate could not be realized. 
I believed then and believe now 
that mine can be.” 

Mr. Beatty said his proposal 
had met with much criticism, — 
that no one group of men could 
properly administer the unified 
railways; that he was talking of 
settling up a great monopoly; 
that rates might be raised; and 


that progress along the lines of 
the first suggestion would of 
necessity be slow. : 

Mr. Beatty argued = strongly 
against reduced wages, and point- 
ed out that railway employees 
spent wages as well as earned 
them. He felt that railway as 
well as other wages were out of 
line with the returns to the farm- 
ers for their labor, but emphasiz- 
ed his belief that the remedy 
lay in an increase in the farmers’ 
earnings rather’ than a lowering 
of the standard of living among 
railway workers. 

Another suggested solution was 
the proposal to increase freight 
rates. The freight rate trend was 
downward, and Mr. Beatty would 
greatly regret to see an increase 
in rates until everything possible 
was done to eliminate waste. 

The argumentthat there was no 
waste in transportation and all 
that the country needed to do was 
to await the return of prosperity 
was not, Mr. Beatty considered, 
sound. Restoration of busines 
to the high levels of 1925-1929, 
would not come as a gift of Hea- 
ven, or overnight, but only as a 
result of national industry and 
thrift. 

Mr. Beatty replied to arcu- 
ments that under his unification 
proposal the Canadian  Pacifie 
jwould take over the assets of the 
Canadian National while the liab- 
ilities would be left to the Gov- 
erument. 

“Unified manaccment will do 
nothing of thea lind. The p!.ysieal 
assets of the Canadian National 
will remain the property of. its 
owners. Similarly the liebilities 
of the Canadion National must | 
remain the responsibility of the

He said: “It is indeed my 
hope and belief that the methods 
which I suggest will operate to 
rrevent an even more disastrous 
period of low wages and unem- 
ployment than that through 
which we are passing. Surely 
the labor leaders of this coun- 
try are the intelligent men that I 
have always found them to be 
and will tell their constituents 
that waste of the country’s 
wealth on useless services can 
damage no one more. certainly 
and more severely than those 
who depend on their labor for 
their living.

TIMOTHY SEED PRODUCTION IN 
CANADA 

In the past five years Canada’s po- 
sition in regard to ‘timothy seed sup- 
ply has been changed from that of a 
heavy importer to that of a large 
producer, with production, in 1934, 
a:nounting to almost enough for 
Canadian needs. This particularly 
fortunate at the present time when 
there are only small supplies avail- 
able for importation from other 
countries, owing to thcir greatly re- 
duced production as a result or 
drought in 1934. 

Timothy seed production in Cana- 
da has increased from a few hundred 
thousand pounds in 1929 to more 
than five million pounds in 1934. The 
importance of last year’s Canadian 
crop is not alone because of volume 
for the price per pound to the grow- 
er is about This is twice 
the average price for ‘the five years 
previous when world ‘production was 
normal. This rapid development and 
increase of the timothy seed indus- 
try in Canada could not have come 
at a more favorable time for the seed 
growers. Even greater production 
may be expected in Canada this year

My neighbor in the woods told me 
of a man whom he called one of the 
most efficient men in his office. In 
his schooldayS he was very poor in 
arithmetic. Nevertheless, he made 
up his mind to “get it.” Diligently 
he applied himself to the task until 
he grasped the principles and be- 
came proficient in applying mathe- 
matics ‘to his daily work. Acquiring 
mathematical knowledge, however, 
‘was not the most profitable result 
of his efforts. By working hard to 
oyercome,,a weakness he strength- 


ened jbis thihd, enabling him to grap- 


ple with tough problems. 

Were we are weak, there hies our 
best chamce to become strong. To 
‘be syre,-what my neighbor’s fellow- 
‘worker did is not always advisable 
‘when:ioné miakes a choice of profes- 
giOK. . Sdmetimes a weakness in one 
‘oy several: kindred studies suggests 
that the boy or girl ought to choose 
a vocation in an entirely different 
direction. But after the selection of 
a life-work has been made, it is un- 
doubtedly true that we grow strong- 
est by growing strong in that in 
which we are weak. 

That principle holds good, surely, 
in our physical life. Strengthening 
that weak chest of yours will do 
your body much: more good than 
hardening the muscles of your arm.

But 
conquer your weakness, and you will 
grow. And every honest effort has 
the help of God.

INFLAMMABLE CLEANERS 
ARE MOSTLY GASOLINE 


Most of the inflammable cleaners 
being sold today are substantially 
gasoline. Their real character is 
often disguised by artificial coloring 
or by the addition of some other sol- 
vent. A common practice is tto add 
a dash of some solvent like benzol 
or ether. These increase the valatil- 
ity somewhat and disguise the color. 

A variety of trade names are used 
to designate these cleaners. Names 
ending in “ine’ and ‘ene’, suggest- 
ing gasoline content are popular. 
Different grades of naptha or ben- 
zine are also sold for cleaning pur- 
poses, sometimes in mixtures with 
cther solvent#? These solvents, only 
slightly different chemically from 
gasoline, have substantially the same 
hazard as gasoline when use for 
cleaners. 

Advertisements of these cleaners 
seldom give any indication that they 
are dangerous or explosive, and if so 
marked on their label the marking is 
not conspicuous. On others, hidden

When at Lagnoy, France, on 
Christmas Eve in 1933, the Paris- 
Strasbourg Express crashed at a 
mile a minute into the rear of anoth- 
er passenger train, killing 200 and in- 
juring. 300, American new@papers 
headlined it as the world’s greatest 
rail wreck. Apparently they had 
little or nothing on file about two 
more frightful catastrophes that oc- 
curred during the War. One was so 
terrible that its story was suppress- 
ed at first. It is told here in detail 
for probably the first time in Am- 
erica. 

But Lagny was bad enough. The 
fast express from Paris to Stras- 
bourg was an hour late out of Paris 
that Christmas Eve. A heavy, frosty 
fog hung over the country, but En 
gineer Lucien Daudigny was wheel- 
ing his engine at a terrific speed. He 
was hitting off a mile every 55 sec- 
onds and did not slow a whit as he 
approached Lagny, 15 miles east of 
Paris, as both he ard Fireman Henri 
Carpentier peered vainly out into the 
thick mist. Suddenly the rear lights 
of a passenger train the Paris-Nan 
cy Express—jumped out of the 
murk, no more than 100 feet ahead. 
A second later the crash. All the 
cars of the Paris-Nancy Express, 
standing on the main line, were 
wooden. They were crowded with 
townspeople and school children po- 
ing home fer the Christmas holiday. 
The engine of the Strasbourg FEx- 
press plowed through the last three 
cars and stopped in the middle of the 
fourth. By 3 a.m. more than 150 
| bodies had been recovered, all of 
|them from the Nancy train. Since 
| the Strasbourg Express was of all- 
steel cars, few passengers on it were 
even injured. And, though their lo- 
comotive had plowed through half a 
train, the engine crew escaped. In 
|the horrible wreckage were scatter- 
;ed Christmas gifts, cards and school 
| reports. On one report was the no- 
tation: “Quick, intelligent; the fu- 


ture holds much iff store for him.” | 


The final responsibility for thai 
wreck must be laid to carelessness, 
for the speed recorder on Daudigny’s 
locomotive showed he was traveling 
at more than 65 miles per ‘hour when 
the accident happened and in a fog 
in which he could see no signals. 

Carelessness, also, was the cause 
of the even greater disaster at Gret 
na Green in Scotland, where on May 
22, 1915, five trains were scrambled 
|up in one blazing tangle. Very early 
| on that spring morning, the night 
trick towerman, ‘having put two 
|fireight trains on the sidings at the 
Gretna Green juction, accepted the 
| Beattock-Carlisle local. But he 
; knew that the London-Glasgow 
| sleeping car express, pulled by two 
| engines, was due behind the local, 
|so he switched the local from the 
down main line to the up main line, 
and left a clear track for the ex- 
| press. 
About this time, however, the night 
shift towerman was going off duty. 
He was getting ready to hand over 
ihe job to the day man when a spe- 
cial train loaded wih Scotch troops 
was offered to him. In his hurry to 
| vacate his post, he accepted it on the 
up main, forgetting the local train 
|mlready there, squarely in the troop 
train’s path. 

But this was not all. His bell rang 
asking him to accept ‘the London 

Glasgow Expres. He did so, and 
| set the signal to clear for that train. 
"The first reminder of ‘his terrible

|; mistake was a deafening crash as 
{the troop train, running more than 
'60 miles an hour, sailed head-on into 
the local passenger. Instantly realiz- 
| ing what had happened, the stunned 
towerman kept his head enough to 
| think of the Glasgow Express. He 
was too late. As he frantically threw 
the signal to danger, the engines 
were passing the signal posts. 
Meanwhile, those who escaped in 
the first collision were already try- 
| ing to get the dead and dying out of 
|the wreckage. They never knew

The second engine, however, was 
crushed to pieces and the crew with 
it. 

Immediately fire broke out in the 
wooden sleeping care whose gas 
lighting equipment was smashed. 
The doors were wedged tight, and 
those passengers who were not killed 
outright were burned in the flames 
that enveloped the five trains. In all 
at least 227 persons were killed and 
250 injured. 


Of course there was an investiga- 
tion. The right shift towerman was 
brought to trial for manslaughter, 
and a more piteous trial never took 
place. The man had taken more 
punishment from his conscience 
than any court could have dealt him. 
He plcaded guilty and was sriaucet! 
to imprisonment. 

That was the second greatest of 
the world's rail disasters. But the 
most horrible of them all occurred 
in the winter of 1917 which was, at’ 
best, a gloomy cre for the Allied 
forces Although America had en- 
tered the War that spring the 
French anny was desperhte. Gen- 
eral Nivelle's offensive in the Cham- 
pagne head met with overwhelming 
defeat. There followed a mutiny in 
the French army affecting, accord- 
ing to a recent dispatch to the New 
York Times, “115 units... in which 

- one mutineer out of every five 
was chosen by lot for execution .. .” 
Then, to cap it all, came the rail dis 
aster at Modane. So terrible was it 
that the desperate French Govern- | 
ment suppressed all news of it. Had 
the facts become widely known, they 
might easily have been the signal 
for a greater” revolt within the 
French ranks as the French officials 
realized all too well. Only today 
has the inside story of this appalling 
wreck become known, let = alone 
printed, in the United States and 
Canada. 


It happened on the night of De- 
cember 12, 1917. About 7200 sold- 
iers Were wailing at the litle sta- 
tion at Modane, on the Franco-Ita- 


lian frontier They were going home 
on Christmas leave after the bloody 
batthe of the Piave. The next stage 
of their journey lay through a pre- 
cipitous mountain gorge along the 
side of which crawled the railroid 
The soldiers jammed the train, yeil- 
ing out of the windows, impatient to | 
start. But the driver stepped down 
from his cab, excitedly gesticulating. 

“The train is too heavy,"’ be cal! 
ed to a group of bedizened brass 
hats. “It is dangerous to start. It 
is devilish steep ahead, with curves 
and a sharp grade. I will no go! 
It is impossible!” 

“What, impossible?’’ snorted the 
bluc uniforms and gold-braid. ‘You 


are a coward, my man, not a F'rench- 
man!” 

The French writer, Henri Bar- 
busse, tells how the engineer dug- 
gedly warned the military autocrits 
that the overloaded train would take 
a header down an Alpine grade and 
get out of control. But the offic.als 
|stuck to their orders. When the en- 
gineer refused to open the throtcle, 
they told him to start or be put un- 
der arrest and shot at sunrise. With

Reports say that, in all, between 
500 and 600 soldiers lost their Mves' 
in that terrible half hour. About 
250 were injured. The most trust- 
worthy figures available place the 
dead at 543, the injured at 243, al- 
though it is still maintained by some 
that more than 1000 men went to 
death in the accident. 

Thus occurred the world’s three 
greatest rail disasters: Modane, 
Gretna Green and Lagny. And the 
whole world hopes they will continue 
to be the three greatest each, cer- 
tainly, having taught its own terrible 
lesson in safety
